->a soon es we finished talking this evening, 1 had to leave to pick 
i-il up. When I returned, there was no answer at Kohlmann's phone. I'll call him 
again end let you know. 

The names to whicn i referred follow. These ere all In the list I sent 
you a week or so ago. "Tiot I have done is take the names off, in more or less 
alphabetical order. I have also examined tae Ferrie file in the Arcaives, and it 
has been purged, so completely that the one marked as from this file only doesn't 
even have tnose pages not still withheld. Naturally, it bears no reference ton any- 
thing that is withheld-which is more by twice than is officially acknowledged to 
exist. 



In all but a couple of cases (which you can check from what I sent you 
earlier-and you should, because I may not nave been sufficiently auspicious), all 
these names appear on pages witn Ferrie's. Otaer pages may be relevant but may not 
have Ferrie's name. And remembsr, this is but 8 single file. 

You said to remind you, so I do. *ou are going to crack the less obvious 
names (like Maria) and send me duplicate copies of anything you may now have, and 
will send duplicate copies of anything that develops. One of the simple chores, an 
investigator can do it^ is to make a list of tee addresses of these people end, where 
the directory shows it, tfcsir employment. These may lead elsewhere. 

Most glaring is the total absence of Banister's name. Fascinating is 
the frequency of Gill's, the one most connon. They didn't nave to have tnism many 
reports "to learn he used Ferrie es en investigator. Making the absence of Banister's 
even more interesting is the fact that Jock Martin’s is about the s cond most fre- 
quent. The 8pr,eerance of Martens and 3 ea uboeuf is also more then a simple inquiry 
into their living with or being with Ferrie would seem to require. 

I again point out tne magnitude of tie Ferrie investigation. This was 
really quite a large" one, even if tne feebees wrote a rep rt every time they 
spoke to someone. If you stop and consider the int-rviewa tney conductor without 
any written record, the possible magnitude of this one is even larger. 

To give you an iaea of tua Ferrie witanolaing in tais file alone, by 
number it is approximately l/3 of the 117 witurald pages. To cm-ipar it otherwise, 
there ar- 38 pages, from the index, not from qctuel check, of which only 4 (one of 
which is not in the index) are available. Or, more than 90$ withheld. 

If you come up, there ere possibilities I regard as probabilities I 
believe ere quite important to you, but not within 10 days.

If any of these should be checked further, let 
me mow very promptly, if by mail in duplicate at least. I have neither the time nor 
the funds to make trips to tne Archives, so if I go there, I went to use the time 
eixeciently. x hardly go there any more in my own interest, end I am letting my own 
worx slide when I am behind in it now.

I encourage you to get 
these nemes checked es soon as possible because there may he some fitting. 

°n that Annapolis address you gave me, please get °oule to recheck 
because it seems to be wrong. I would not entirely eliminate this as b possibility 
in your immediate interests. 

I wish there were some way A could persuade you people to push as I 
know you can push, especially after J im's spectacular victory, for the NOPD Int- 
elligence division files 05 . Ferrie and °swald, both of which proceed the assassi- 
nation, and for tne State olice files, which the Governor should now Ib willing to 
get for us to examine. It la urgent that this include the investigation of the 
''uban camps, made by a sergeant whose name I nsve forgotten (you have it in a 
memo of mine of about July 4, 1968) from the Baton ^ouge barracks. If w im were to 
let the governor know that the possibility of embarrassment is greater is hs holds 
this stuff te ck, and ir is, ultimately, he might be more willing to ahakeit loose. 
Besides, you have a new State olice head now anyway. JFK seems to be pretty 
potent politically in La these days anyway, so he should want to be on the side c£ 
the heavens, shouldn't he? Flease try. A t may be well worth the effort. I an assuming 
it is not now too lata. If you get nothing from the NOH), try and get a checks made 
to sea what they got rid of. I know some of the content of both the Ferrie aid the 
Oswald files. Ani my knowledge is official, if unpublished.. . .0n6 of the strange 
thing 3 about all of this is that my Good Friday companion told me tea name of this 
sergeant and it was confirmed to me by a lieutenant in the Covington barracks, who 
8 Iso said the entire matter was taken out of their hands immediately. Question: how 
did my u 00 ii Friday companion know what none of us did? I also remind you of this 
companion's promised immunities... Somehow, with all the names of strangers in my 
mind, I think that may have been Martin. I’m not at all sure now.
